Under the debenture plan, farm- 
ers exporting their produce would 
receive debenture certificates 
whose face value would be equal 
to one-half of the amount of the 
tariff on he product exported. 
Those certificates would be accept, 
ed by the Government at their face 
value in payment of tari’f duties 
on goods imvorted from abroad, 

How Plan Would Work. 

A simple example’ can be given, 
showing how the plan would work 
in the case of wheat. The tariff on 
wheat is 42 cents a bushel, The 
farmer who exported 100 bushels 
of wheat would receive 100 deben- 
ture certificates of the face value 
of 21 cents each, or a total of $21. 
These certificates would be accept- 
ed by the Government as the equiv- 
nient of $21 cash in the payment of 
tariff dutics on goods imported. 

Of course, very few farmers im- 
port goods themselves. What would 
happen, then, is that the farmers 
would sell the certificates to per- 
sons engaged in importing gooda., 
Naturally, they would have to sell 
them at a slight discount, but the 
supporters of the plan estimate 
that a discount of 1 or 2 per cent 
would be sufficient to attract pur- 
chasers. Tor firms importing mil- 
lions of dollars worth of foreign 
goods every year, a saving of 1 per 
cent in tariff-duties would amount 
to a substantial saving. 

The American wheat farmer, as 
the result of always producing a 
surplus over what the domes- 
tic market can consume, com- 
plains that he isc nfronted by two 
costly alternatives: Either he must 
export his surplus and sell it 
abroad at a loss, or he must dump 
it on the domestic market and thus 
depress the domestic price. 

2-Cent Debenture on Cotton. 

Under the debenture’ plan. he 
could export the surplus, and if 
compelled to sel] it abroad at $1 a 
bushel, would actually receive 
about $1.20, that sum representiag 
the actual price plus the value of 
the debenture certificate. There is 
a tariff on all the products to 
which the deBenture plan would 
apply except cotton. For cotton,

French Writer Tells How Mar- 


PERSHING’S POST 
AS A. E. F. LEADER

PARIS, April 18.—-The Havas) 
News Agency says that Raymond | 
Recouly, French journalist, will | 
shortly publish a series of inter- 
views with the late Marshal Foch, 
in which he says that the General- 
issimo of the allied armies prevent- 
ed a move to displace Gen. John J. 
Pershing as commander in chief 
of the American Expeditionary 
Force. 

Extracts of the interviews print- 
ed by Le Temps relate that Foch 
had a disagreement with Premier | 
Clemenceau, who reproached him | 
for showing too much indulgence 
toward Pershing. The Marshal 
was stated, however, to have held 
to his patient attitude “because of 
the military inexperience of the 
Americans” and to have rejected a 
suggestion by Clemenceau that he 
write directly to President Wilson 
concerning the matter. 

Recouly quoted Foch as saying 
that Clemenceau considered Persh- 
ing’s effort to build up an autono- 
mous army acting by itself, was 
prevepting the Americans from 
giving the Allies the aid they 
should have given. The Premier 
was said to have accused Pershing 
of being too stubborn. 

It is understood that Clemen- 
ceau will give his version of the 
affair after publication of the in- 
terview, which will appear in a 
book called “The Memorial of 
Foch.”

After searching the players 
and appropriating their money. the 
robbers began leisurely to examine 
watches and jewelry. 

Robber Cuts for Watch and Loses. 

All of the watches were returned 
but one, which appealed to a rob- 
ber’s fancy. “I'll cut you high card 
for it,” the robber proposed. While 
his accomplice guarded the play- 
ers, the cards were cut and the 
robber lost. He returned the watch. 
Another guest requested; “Let me 
have my pocketbook: my railroad 
passes are in it.” and the robber 
obliged by removing the money and 
returning the wallet. 

One of the robbers had volun- 
teered that he was a former cad- 
dy and had threatened, “If any- 
body opens their trap. I'll blow 'em 
to hell.” when a Negro waiter 
stepped into the room. Seeing the 
robbers, the waiter turned and fled, 
spreading the alarm among. guests 
elsewhere in the clubhouse. 

The robbers hurried from _ the 
buflding and an automobile was 
heard to move down the club drive, 
Karl Howard telephoned the Sher- 
iff's office at Clayton and two dep- 
uties were sent to investigate.

UNEMPLOYMENT SURVEY PLAN 
INCLUDED IN 1930 CENSUS BILL 


Secretary Lamont Indorses Pro- 
posal Offered to Committee 
by Senator Jones. 

By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—A new 
census bill providing for inclusion 
of an unemployment survey in the 
1930 census was placed before the 
Senate Commerce Committee to- 
day by Chairman Jones. 

The bill is indorsed by Secre- 
tary Lamont of the Department of 
Commerce. 

The measure of Senator Jones 
also would set the date for the tak- 
ing of census as of Nov. 1 rather 
than May 1, as was propesed in the 
bill passed last session by the 
House. 

Appearing before the committee, 
Lamont also looked favorably -on 
the November date, which has been 
the subject of much controversy. 

The census bill is included in the 
administration's program for tue 
extra session, and Jones indicated 
an intention to get the measure 
speedily before the Senate. 

William M, Steuart, director of 
the census, supported the views of 
ILamont on the unemployment sur- 
vey. The measure would provide 
$40,000,000 for taking the 1930 
census. Steuart estimated the cost 
of the unemployment survey would 
be $1,000,000.

GENEVA, April 18.—The princi- 
ples underlying the Soviet plan for 
extensive partial disarmament 
were sent to the Steering Commit- 


tee by the Preparatory Disarma- 
ment Commission today for an 
opinion as to whether they fell 
within the framework of the com- 
mission's work as outlined by the 
Council and Assembly of the 
League of Nations. 

The action was opposed by 
Maxim Litvinoff, Soviet Vice Com- 
dissar, for Foreign Affairs, who 
charged that it was another at- 
tempt of the commission to avoid 
its responsibility. 

The motion to send the princi- 
ples to the Steertng Committee was 
made by the delegate of Czecho- 
Slovakia. Turkey abstained from 
voting, but all the other delegates 
voted for the motion. 

_ The three Soviet principles un- 
der discussion were: Whether the 
commission would express itself ou 
the necessity of a reduction in ar- 
maments;: whether it favored re- 
duction on the principle of. pro- 
portion; and whether it was ready 
to approve a mathematica! coeffi- 
cient as the principle of reduction. 
Says Vote Will Tell Policy. 

The fate of these three princi- 
ples would determine whether the 
preparatory commission was really 
for. or against disarmament, Litvi- 
noff told the commission this aft- 
ernoon. He insisted that rejection 
would be interpreted by the masses 
of people as a proof that there. was 
no hope of “reducing the burdens 
and dangers of armaments which 
are now menacing world peace.”
